Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1959  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  1  /60. 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  1,153  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  the  highest 
figure  since  1953,  when  1,641  cases  were  recorded. 

Measles,  which  reached  epidemic  proportions  in  November  1958,  continued 
unabated  until  July,  and  1,060  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Notifications  of  tuberculosis  continue  to  decrease  and  the  total  of  thirteen 
is  the  lowest  reported  in  any  year. 

For  the  fourteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported, 
and  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  no  deaths  were  recorded  during  the 
year. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  9.71  per  1,000  live  births  is  the  lowest 
recorded,  and  compares  with  22.2  for  England  and  Wales,  also  a  new  low  level. 

Food  Hygiene 

During  the  year  440  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  the  improve¬ 
ments  which  have  been  carried  out  are  recorded  elsewhere  in  this  report.  In  most 
cases  the  standard  of  hygiene  was  satisfactory,  although  there  are  still  the  small 
minority  of  greengrocers  who  occasionally  display  food  outside  their  premises 
without  protection  and  who  find  it  difficult  to  understand  why  this  practice  is 
condoned  in  other  areas. 

The  majority,  who  discontinued  years  ago  this  unhygienic  practice,  say 
that  habits  of  cleanliness  are  noticed  and  appreciated  by  their  customers,  and 
that  they  would  not  wish  to  return  to  outmoded  forms  of  salesmanship. 

If  indeed  the  customer  is  stimulated  by  the  display  of  food  in  the  street, 
open  to  contamination  by  germ  laden  dust  and  the  hands  and  secretions  of 
the  careless,  any  small  increase  in  sales  must  be  offset  by  the  labour  involved 
in  carrying  goods  out  from  and  into  the  shop. 

There  are  no  street  traders  in  the  district. 

The  large  poultry  packing  station  in  the  district  continued  its  expansion, 
the  output  being  about  14,000  birds  per  day,  packed  ready  for  the  oven,  and 
inspections  were  made  periodically  to  see  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
were  complied  with. 

Council  Housing 

The  following  information  is  given  by  the  Housing  Manager,  Miss  E.  M. 
Maddox,  B.Sc.,  F.S.H.M. 

Applications  for  Housing 

The  total  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  for  housing  remained 
fairly  constant  during  the  year  —  averaging  700. 
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New  Council  Houses 

Eighteen  new  houses  were  occupied  during  the  year.  I  he  Council  s  Housing 
Programme  provided  for  a  higher  proportion  of  new  houses  for  the  waiting  list 
than  in  preceding  years.  Twelve  houses  were  let  to  applicants  and  six  to 
occupants  of  unfit  houses. 

Vacancies  in  Council  Houses 

The  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  Council  houses  was  45.  I  hese  vacancies 
occurred  in  various  parishes,  but  were  mainly  in  Crowborough,  Uckfield  and 
Wadhurst. 

Tenants  gave  up  their  houses  and  moved  elsewhere,  as  shown  in  the

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  other  voluntary 
organizations. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
